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Kappa  Sigma  Lambda  Fraternity  proudly  displays  an  atmosphere 
of  brotherhood  and  also  renders  numerous  services  to  the  student 
body  of  Tyler  Junior  College.  Activities  begin  early  in  the  fall  semes- 
ter when  the  fraternity  accepts  pledges.

On  to  Victory!"  sing  the  Apaches,  and  the  Tribe  went  on  to  all  three  as  they  came  out 
of  conference  play  tied  for  second  place  with  Kilgore  and  drew  a  first  round  bye  in  the  seven-team  South  Zone 
Regional  Tournament  at  Kilgore  Feb.  28— March  2.  The  Apaches  won  the  tournament  in  a  spectacular  game  with- 
Kilgore  and  earned  the  right  to  meet  the  North  Zone  champion,  Wharton,  in  a  best  of  three  play-off  to  determine 
the  representative  at  the  National  Junior  College  Tournament  in  Hutchinson,  Kansas.  Harry  Bostic,  TJC  player,  was 
named  most  valuable  player  of  the  regional  tournament. 

The  Apaches  romped  the  Pioneers  in  the  first  game,  97-80,  at  the  TJC  gym.  Then  they  went  to  Wharton  and  lost, 
but  earned  the  right  to  go  to  Hutchinson  by  beating  Wharton  in  Huntsville. 

At  Hutchinson  the  Apaches  won  two  games  and  lost  two.  They  nipped  Casper,  Wyoming  73-71;  lost  to  Moberly, 
Missouri  79-64;  beat  Lester,  Massachusetts  115-100;  and  lost  in  their  last  game  to  Chipola,  Florida  80-73.  This  left 
the  Apaches  with  a  seventh  place  position  in  the  national  tourney.  Harry  Bostic  was  named  to  the  All-Tournament 
team,  and  the  Apaches  came  home  to  a  rousing  welcome  as  a  tired  group  of  true  champions.
